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EDITORIAL NOTES 





THE BOOKLIST WAS BEGUN, IN 1905, as a buying guide for small 
libraries. It has gradually come to include “medium-sized” libraries 
among the users kept in mind. Perhaps no two people will agree as 
to the point at which a small library becomes a medium-sized one. 
or when a medium-sized library becomes large. Is it a matter of 
volumes or staff, income or number of distributing agencies, build- 
ing or city population? Libraries, like people, no longer live to them- 
selves alone. Struggling little ones are absorbed into strong county 
systems; neighboring libraries cooperate and divide their field so as 
to avoid duplication and waste. State commissions and other agen- 
cies, as well as big city libraries and the Library of Congress, gladly 
lend of their store to small libraries whose book funds are too meager 
to permit purchases beyond the limits of the obviously necessary. All 
this leads up to the statement that librarians in small places need to 
know and want to know about the fine and beautiful new books, even 
those they can hardly hope to buy. The Booklist tries to keep this 
fact in mind in making its selection. Believing that, as has been 
said before, brains and taste are not confined to large cities, it tells 
the librarian in the smaller place what books have appeared that 
might find welcome in that town. This librarian, if she knows her 
public and if she is alert to her opportunities, brings together books 
and people, independent of any money limitations. Perhaps she only 
calls the existence of a new book to the attention of a well-to-do 
patron and he must buy it for himself; perhaps she induces a book- 
minded philanthropist to put it in the library; perhaps she borrows it 
by parcel post. The Booklist believes that, given librarians like this, 
small libraries do not remain small. They grow and spread, find 
Iriends and funds, and become indispensable to their communities. 
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IT IS TRUE THAT ANY LIST OF BOOKS is more or less an arbitrary selec- 
tion, serving the majority of needs but sometimes failing to kindle 
the spark which will light the imagination of an unusual person, in- 
terest a precocious reader, or please a sophisticated adult who has a 
flair for the unusual. Yet lists are useful and this one, of fiction for 
senior high schools, was compiled at the request of the Booklist by 
Helen Harris of the University of Tennessee library. She had the 
cooperation of ten high school librarians representing all parts of the 
country from North Carolina to Portland, Oregon; New York City 
to Denver. They maintain, from their own experience, that these 
are books which boys and girls really like.

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Av THE MIDWINTER MEETINGS OF THE A. L. A., in December 1925, a 
Council resolution was adopted expressing enthusiasm for the gift 
of Adolph S. Ochs of $500,000 ‘for the preparation of a scholarly 
and adequate Dictionary of American Biography.” In June 1928, 
visitors at West Baden saw specimen pages of the work. In October 
it becomes an actuality, with the appearance of the first of twenty 
volumes. Prepared under the direction of a cominittee of the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Societies, with Dr. J. Franklin Jameson as 
chairman, and under the editorship of Dr. Allen Johnson, the work 
promises scholarship and integrity. The biographies of 15,000 men 
and women are to be included, and all important articles will be 
signed and followed by bibliographies. Librarians will rejoice to 
know that the books are being printed on all-rag paper and suitably 
bound for library use. Felicitations are once more in order, to the 
benefactor who has made the work possible, and to editors and pub- 
lishers who are carrying it to successful completion. 


BRIEF LISTS OF GOOD BooKs for pre-collegiate reading are given in 
the April, 1928, Bulletin of Scripps College, Claremont, California. 
The lists are interpolated with sensible suggestions about reference 
books, history and historical romances, biography, poetry and drama, 
myths, essays, and nature books. The introductory essay is of 


general interest, and readers’ assistants.especially will find the bulle- 
tin useful. 


ONE OF THE MOST FASCINATING PUBLICATIONS of each year is the 
annual report of the Smithsonian Institution. The 1927 book is now 
available from the Government Printing Office, and libraries, 
especially small ones, are urged to take advantage of this opportunity 
to acquire valuable, interesting, and authoritative scientific material. 
The papers included cover a wide range of interests ; they are written 
by specialists; and they are well illustrated. For a small library 
analytics in the public catalog for each article are desirable.
